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Woods joins music 
on full-time basis 



Wood: “internationally eminent" 


Dr. Robin Wood, Principal of the Victoria 
Conservatory of Music and an interna¬ 
tionally recognized pianist and teacher, 
has accepted an appointment as a full-time 
professor of music at UVic. 

Wood, a former professor of piano at the 
Royal Academy of Music in London, has 
taught on a part-time basis at UVic since 
1968. He joins the faculty on a full-time 
basis July 1. 

He will continue as principal of the 
conservatory, a position he has held since 
1966. “I will be carrying a full teaching 
load at the university and will not be 
involved with the administration of the 


conservatory”, explains Wood. 

“However, I will teach a limited number 
of gifted students at the conservatory.” 

UVic President Dr. Howard Petch says 
he is “delighted” with the appointment. “I 
believe his appointment will be to the 
benefit of the university and the conserva¬ 
tory.” 

Wood is the first full-time professor of 
piano at UVic and the first full-time 
professor appointed under the terms of the 
Lansdowne Trust Fund. 

The fund was created from the sale of 
the Lansdowne campus formerly owned 
and occupied by UVic and later leased to 
Camosun College. 

The land was purchased from UVic for 
$4.5 million by the provincial government 
with the stipulation that the interest from 
this money be used for “academic enrich¬ 
ment” at the university. 

“Income from the fund is being used to 
bring professors of international eminence 
to UVic on a full-time or a visiting basis,” 
explains Petch. 

“There is no doubt that Dr. Wood meets 
the criterion of international eminence,” 
says Dr. Peter Smith, Dean of Fine Arts at 
UVic. “Any university would be delighted 
to appoint him.” 

Smith says there were a number of 
distinguished applicants for the position 
which was widely advertised. 

Professor Rudolf Komorous, director of 
the School of Music, said he is “extremely 
happy that Dr. Wood accepted this ap¬ 
pointment. To have an artist of his calibre 
and teaching experience on our faculty is a 
great asset to the School of Music.” 

While Wood has been teaching part- 
time at UVic since the music program 
began in 1968, he describes his full-time 
appointment as marking a major shift in 
his commitments.

“I’m very happy with the appointment, 
which makes a fact of something that has 
been happening on a part-time basis for a 
decade.” 

“I believe the association between the 
conservatory and the university should 
improve as a result. It is extremely import¬ 
ant that these two educational institutions 
work closely together.” 

Wood was born in Victoria. He has won 
several awards as a performer including 
the Queen’s Prize in a competition in 
Britain and a Boise Scholarship for study 
in France and Switzerland with Edwin 
Fischer. 

For 11 years he was professor of piano 
at the Royal Academy of Music in London 
and established a career as a solo and 
chamber artist in Britain. 

In 1965 he returned to Victoria to 
become principal of the conservatory. 
When he arrived at the year-old conserva¬ 
tory there were 50 students. Today there 
are 1,400 students. 

In recognition of his outstanding con¬ 
tributions to music in Victoria, Wood was 
awarded the degree of Doctor of Laws 
(honoris causa) by UVic in a special 
convocation in September of 1978. 


UBC delays 
fee increase 

Simon Fraser University appears 
likely to follow UVic’s lead in 
increasing tuition fees, but the Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia has 
taken a different approach. 

And while UVic tuition fees 
have been increased for students 
enrolling in September of this year, 
SFU and UBC fee hikes will not 
take effect until 1980.. 

In May the UVic Board of Gov¬ 
ernors approved an 8.3 per cent 
increase in tuition fees for students 
enrolling in September. 

Earlier this week (after the 
Ring deadline) the SFU Board of 
Governors met to consider a recom¬ 
mendation from SFU President Dr. 
George Pedersen that fees be 
increased by 8.3 per cent, effective 
January 1, 1980. 

The UBC Board of Governors 
has decided not to increase tuition 
fees this year, but has approved a 
10-per-cent fee hike, effective April 
30, 1980. 

Traditionally, fees at the three 
universities are at about the same 
level and increases are made after 
consultation between the three 
institutions. 


Bob brings budgets to BOG 


It’s enough to blow the batteries out 
of a mathematician’s pocket calcu¬ 
lator. 

Bursar Bob McQueen and his 
staff must have a detailed 1979-80 
operating budget for UVic com¬ 
pleted for the Board of Governors 
(BOG) meeting of July 31. 

And that’s not all. 

At the same meeting McQueen 
will present a draft of UVic’s 


budget request for the 1980-81 aca¬ 
demic year. 

The BOG must submit UVic’s 
request for an operating grant for 
1980-81 to the Universities Council 
of British Columbia (UCBC) this 
summer. 

While UVic’s 1979-80 operating 
grant was not known until mid- 
May, McQueen and his staff have 
prepared a lengthy draft budget. 


U.S. public television

The first concert opera ever to be produced in Canada for presentation on U.S. 
public television will be staged in the University Centre Auditorium Sept. 26. 

The two-hour opera, Rossini’s Cinderella (La Cenerentola ), will be per¬ 
formed by an internationally known, largely Canadian cast, supported by an 
orchestra drawn mainly from the faculty of the UVic School of Music. It will 
be conducted by the school’s maestro, Dr. George Corwin. 

The popular opera* to be sung in English, will be taped by KCTS Channel 9 
(Seattle) for broadcast initially to its audience in the northwestern United 
States and British Columbia. Given the anticipated “excellent” quality of the 
production, a KCTS spokesman says there is a “strong possibility” that it 
will be aired later on the full PBS Pacific and North American networks, with 
an audience reaching into the millions. 

“We are very excited about this project,” says President Dr. Howard Petch. 

“It will certainly mark an important milestone in the development of the 
musical arts in Canada. We are elated that KCTS has chosen to showcase our 
university in this manner to such a large audience.” 

A capacity audience is expected for the opera performance in the 1,275-seat 
Auditorium. It will be one of the highlights of the week-long “CBC Festival 
Victoria”.

The Hon. H.P. Bell-Irving, Lieutenant-Governor of British Columbia, has 
been invited to attend as Honorary Patron. 

The role of Cinderella will be sung by Canadian contralto Judith Forst, 
widely known on the opera stages of the United States and Canada. She will 
be joined by such other internationally acclaimed Canadian artists as Ber¬ 
nard Turgeon, baritone; David Astor, tenor; and sopranos Gabrielle Lavigne 
and Iris Fraser. 

Also singing principal roles will be Herbert Beattie and Donnie Ray 
Albert, American basses who have both attained international prominence. 

Long a favorite among opera-goers in Europe and North American, Rossi¬ 
ni’s Cinderella was written in 1815 and premiered in Rome’s Teatro Valle in 
1817. It was first sung in English at Covent Garden in 1820. 

With minor variations, it tells the familiar story of the two spoiled daugh¬ 
ters of an Italian nobleman and their much-abused step-sister (Cinderella) 
who ultimately wins the prince’s favor through some fancy footwork by his 
aide and confidante, Alidoro. 

For the live audience at University Centre, especially, it will represent a 
rare bargain. The sponsors have decided that the admission charge will be

artists command ticket prices many times that amount. 
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Work-study 
goes in fall 


August 1 is the deadline for project propos¬ 
als from campus departments, to be funded 
through the provincial Education Minis¬ 
try’s work-study program aimed at provid¬ 
ing employment for students. 

During the 1978-79 academic year more 
than 100 students were employed by var¬ 
ious departments as research assistants 
and in other positions, through the pro¬ 
gram administered on campus by Student 
and Ancillary Services. 

Director of Student and Ancillary Servi¬ 
ces Ted Sawchuck says he expects the pro¬ 
gram will continue this fall, and UVic will 
request funding for 150 positions. 

To qualify for the project positions, stu¬ 
dents must be able to demonstrate finan¬ 
cial need based on criteria established by 
the campus financial aid office. 

Over the past year students were able to 
work a maximum of 180 hours during the 
academic term. “We anticipate the maxi¬ 
mum hours of work to remain the same this 
fall, but we will be asking for a higher wage 
in order to increase the students’ earn¬ 
ings,” says Sawchuck. 

He requests departments interested in 
setting up work study projects to formulate 
project terms of reference and submit them 
to his office by the deadline date. The dead¬ 
line is necessary to enable a screening com¬ 
mittee to approve the projects for posting 
in the campus Canada Manpower Centre 
during the first week of classes in Sep¬ 
tember. Submissions should be forwarded 
to the Student and Ancillary office through 
departmental chairmen. General ques¬ 
tions should also be directed to the office. 
Questions about financial aid criteria 
should be directed to financial aid man¬ 
ager Nels Granewall.

Learning 
to feel 
French 


Approximately 100 students are attending 
La Maison Francaise at UVic, the fifteenth 
annual intensive summer workshop in 
spoken and written French. 

Directing the Summer Extension pro¬ 
gram this year are Gerard Gouge (French), 
regular programs co-ordinator, who is 
responsible for the academic content of the 
program, and Monique Clebant (French), 
special programs co-ordinator, organizer 
of the nightly and weekend soirees , danses , 
and other cultural activities. They are 
assisted by six moniteurs hired for the pro¬ 
gram. 

Clebant says the aim of La Maison 
Francaise is to create an ambiance fran¬ 
caise. “The grammar is not the most impor¬ 
tant thing. It’s learning to feel French, 
getting a taste for French, and feeling con¬ 
fident in a French milieu.” 

Students enrol in either French 350, a 
credit course, or a non-credit course at 
beginner, intermediate, or advanced level, 
according to their wishes, and depending 
upon the results of the placement test all 
are required to take. 

Students take 5 hours of classes per day, 
plus a workshop three days a week for an 
hour and a half a day. In addition, students 
are expected to attend specified socio¬ 
cultural activities, to speak French at all 
times during the program, and to partici¬ 
pate in a French-speaking lunch atmos¬ 
phere in a reserved area of the cafeteria. 

Clebant has a different cultural activity 
planned for each day of the week. Mondays 
are reserved for theatre , created by the stu¬ 
dents with the help of the moniteurs. Tues¬ 
days there is a cookout and sing-along. 
Wednesdays the students view French 
films in Cinecenta, Thursdays La Maison 
Francaise students debate with students of 
the English Language program. FrMays 
are given to dances, and Saturdays and 
Sundays are reserved for excursions in the 
area. 


Share your 
culture 

La Maison Francaise (LMF) has company 
this summer. The English Language pro¬ 
gram (ELP), hosted by the department of 
linguistics through Summer Extension, is 
offering instruction to about 110 students. 

Most are from Quebec, but a few are 
from other countries such as Mexico and 
Japan, explains Dr. James Arthurs (Lin¬ 
guistics), co-ordinator of the academic pro¬ 
gram. Hetty Clews (CMFD) organizes 
social and cultural activities within the 
program. Assisting the two UVic profes¬ 
sors are seven monitors, five living in resi¬ 
dence beside the students. 

The academic side of the program con¬ 
sists of four hours of intensive audiovisual 
instruction each morning. Afternoons and 
evenings are devoted to social activities. 

Where possible ELP combines with 
LMF to share social activities on a 
language-sharing basis. 

ELP is also sending students out into 
the community, says Arthurs, to such 
things as swap meets and courts, to dis¬ 
cover the social setting of the English 
language. 

ELP does not offer “credit” courses in 
the same way that LMF does, However, 
students often get credit from their home 
institutions for work they have done in the 
program. To help them ELP officials pro¬ 
vide the home institution with a letter 
attesting that the student has completed 
certain work and achieved a certain 
proficiency in English. 

Students of ELP and LMF are housed 
together in residence. In addition a drop-in 
centre is maintained in the Commons 
Building for ELP students wishing casual 
conversation. This centre is manned by a 
monitor until midnight most evenings. 

Arthurs hopes that the ELP can obtain 
maximum contact with the larger Victoria 
community. Without that contact, he 
explains, ELP students, especially from 
Quebec, could form a university “ghetto” 
because they are too shy to make contact 
themselves with the community. He is ask¬ 
ing anyone in the community who is wil¬ 
ling to come* to the program to talk on a 
hobby or travels, or willing to share a day 
with a student, to contact him at Local 
4549. He feels such a contribution would 
aid greatly in the success of the program. 


This summer is Wilde

More than 2,000 students, on and off cam¬ 
pus, some as far away as Dawson Creek, 
have registered for UVic Summer Exten¬ 
sion courses beginning July 4. 

And more than 250 additional UVic stu¬ 
dents are studying on and off campus 
including at a penitentiary, and working 
in jobs related to their academic discipline 
from Victoria to Toronto. 

While the majority of the 7,500 students 
enrolled in Winter Session courses are 
away from May to September, many 
former students are back on campus for 
professional upgrading of teaching skills. 

Credit courses are offered in a wide var¬

Dr. Walter Young, chairman of the politi¬ 
cal science department, has been elected 
president of the Canadian Political 
Science Association (CPSA). 

Young was elected at the CPSA annual 
meeting this month in Saskatoon. The 
CPSA is the professional organization of 
political scientists in Canada and has 
more than 1,000 members, from the aca¬ 
demic world and the public service. 

Young was educated in Victoria schools 
and attended Victoria College.. After post¬ 
graduate studies at Oxford and the Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto, Young taught at the 
university of Manitoba and at the Univer¬ 
sity of British Columbia. 

In 1973 he joined the faculty at UVic. 

Young is co-ordinator of the B.C. Pro¬ 
ject, a $757,000 five-year research project 
funded by the Social Sciences and Human¬ 
ities Research Council. The project, involv¬ 
ing five political scientists at 
UVic,includes a study of the impact of 
changes in government on the provincial 
scene. 

Young has written extensively on Cana¬ 
dian politics and is co-editor of the quar¬ 
terly journal, B.C. Studies. He is a fre¬ 
quent contributor to CBC broadcasts and 
writes a monthly column of political com¬ 
ment for Vancouver Magazine. 

He is chairman of the Board of Gover¬ 
nors of the Cedar Lodge Society which ope¬ 
rates a school for learning disabled 
children at Cobble Hill' and is currently 
developing a village for mentally handi¬ 
capped adults. 

As president-elect of the CPSA, Young 
begins a three-year term on the executive of 
the assocation this year. He will serve one- 
year terms as president-elect, president 
and past-president. 


The Faculty Club could be relocating to a new 
$1 million centre in the woods adjacent to the 
Law Faculty Building now under construction 
at the corner of Ring Road and McGill Road. No 
final decision has been made but a committee 
of the Board of Governors and club representa¬ 
tives have been considering serveral sites for a 
new centre on campus.

Belanger 
played one season (1978-79) with the Vikettes 
and was selected to the Canadian Intercolle¬ 
giate Athletic Union (CIAU) national tourna¬ 
ment all-star squad this year. 


Still with basketball, Viking forwards Kelly 
Dukeshire and Gerald Kazanowski have been 
invited to attend the Canadian national junior 
men’s basketball tryout camp at the University 
of Toronto July 20. Those making the team will 
play in the world junior championship in Brazil 
in August. Vikette Guard Tracy McAra will 
attend the Canadian junior women’s national 
team tryout camp July 13 at Bishop’s University 
in Lennoxville, Quebec. Vikings head coach 
Ken Shields has been named coach of the B.C. 
junior men’s basketball team this summer as 
well as coach of the B.C. men’s team at the 
Western Canada Summer Games August 17 to 
19 in Saskatoon. And a final happy note on the 
basketball scene. Assistant Viking coach in 
1978-79 Ken Olynyk has been appointed head 
men’s basketball coach at the University of 
Lethbridge. 


Viking Gary Grant has been named to the 25- 
member Canadian national rugby team which 
will tour Europe in September. Coach of the 
nationals is Dr. Bruce Howe, chairman of the 
physical education department at UVic and 
new coach of the Vikings as well. Howe 
selected the national team following.try-outs at 
UVic and an exhibition game against the Uni¬ 
ted States national team in Toronto earlier this 
month. The Canadians defeated the U.S. team 
14-12 in the nationally televised contest. Ten 
Vancouver Island rugby players were named to 
the national team. The team begins its Euro¬ 
pean tour Sept. 8 and concludes Sept. 30 with 
games scheduled against Somerset, Cornwall, 
Cardiff and Southern Counties in Britian and 
against a France ‘B’ side ih France.

School in Vancouver and entered the Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia in 1973. He 
graduated in 1978 with a Bachelor of Com¬ 
merce degree. 

During his academic career at UBC, 
Holt received many prizes and awards 
including the Woodward Memorial Uni¬ 
versity Scholarship, B.C. Government 
Scholarships, the N. Leo Klein Memorial 
Scholarship, the Douglas P. Woodley Mem¬ 
orial Scholarship and the Woolridge 
Mahone and Company Scholarship. He 
was on the. Dean’s Honor List from 1975 
through 1978.

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Chemists create wonders in classrooms

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They dazzled them in Port Alberni, wowed them in Ucluelet, knocked them in 
the aisles in Copaox, astounded them in Courtenay, and left them screaming 
for more in Parksville. 

The department of chemistry’s “Magic Show” was on the road again this 
month. 

Those madcap chemists, Graham “Mr. Coffee” Shorthill, Karel “Hinden- 
burg” Hartman, Blaine “Bananas” Hawkins, and Arnold “the Swan” Eisen- 
berg took their exploding balloons, glowing beakers, flaming sugar, and 
sleight-of-hand to awestruck high school audiences on Vancouver Island. 

Hartman is lab supervisor of the chemistry department, Shorthill and 
Hawkins are senior lab instructors, and Eisenberg, is a glassblower. 

The personnel on the road show varies from year to year. 

Aimed primarily at the junior high schools, senior students were never¬ 
theless not too sophisticated to “ooh” and “aah” at a hydrogen balloon disap¬ 
pearing in flames. 

The show is pure entertainment, designed to show students that chemistry 
can be fun. The most rambunctious junior high kids remain spellbound for an 
hour and a half. 

The kids get in on the act, too. They handle glowing sticks or beakers and 
toss around grapes that have been frozen in liquid nitrogen, rock-hard and 
brittle as glass. It sometimes takes a little assurance from the UVic chemists 
for the students to feel that they will not disintegrate if they handle a glowing 
beaker. 

The schools are aware that the chemists are from UVic, but the university 
is not sold too strongly. 

“We invite the grade 11 and 12 students to tour our labs on campus, and 
there we can give them an idea of what chemistry at UVic is all about,” 
explains Hartman. 

The tour makes it to each Island secondary school about once every three 
years. “This way we get a new generation of students every time we go to a 
school,” says Shorthill. “None of them have seen it before.” 

As the chemists circulate through school audiences pouring dry-ice smoke 
over the kids or pelting them with frozen fruit, it’s sometimes hard to tell who 
is getting the biggest charge out of the show. It’s obvious that the UVic repre¬ 
sentatives enjoy playing magicians. 
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(§) Looking for a place to live? 

Summer Session students or visiting faculty members who still haven’t found a 
place to live would be wise to contact the Housing Services Office in the Lans- 
downe Residence. Gavin Quiney, residence co-ordinator, and his staff keep an 
up-to-date list of off-campus accommodations. In the lobby of the office, open 
from 8:30 a.m. to 11 p.m., there is a joint registry of off-campus accommodations 
for students compiled by UVic and Camosun Community College. A list of 
accommodations for faculty is also available. Close to 400 students are living in 
residence for Summer Session, including 110 English-speaking students in “La 
Maison Francaise” and 110 students from Ouebec and Europe in the English 
Language Program. During the summer some people attending conferences at 
UVic will also be housed in residences. Residence living is much in demand, 
offering accessibility to the campus with the opportunity to socialize with fellow 
students. The residences contain lounges, a games room, and coin-operated 
washers and dryers. Parking is provided in Lot 5 off Sinclair Road. Permits are 
necessary and are available from the Housing Services office. Meals are pro¬ 
vided in the cafeteria dining room on the second floor of the Commons Building. 
Breakfast is available Monday to Saturday from 7:30 to 8:30 a.m. Lunch is served 
from 12 noon to 1 p.m. Monday to Saturday. No early meal is available Sunday. 
Instead a brunch is offered from 11:30 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. Dinner is served every 
day from 5 to 6 p.m. 

(§) Finding it at lost and found 

If you lose something on campus, go immediately to “Lost and Found”. It’s 
located in the Traffic and Security office in the Saunders Building (locals 4331, 
4258, and 4508). Traffic and Security officials advise people to drop in several 
times if they lose something, since it may not be turned in to the office right 
away. Every year Traffic and Security encounters the same problem, a wide var¬ 
iety of items turned in and not claimed. All the goods which accumulate, and 
they always do, are donated to charity at the end of the academic year. 
Unclaimed money goes to the general fund of the Alma Mater Society. Lost and 
Found is open from 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. weekdays. 


(§) Friends meet under copper domes 

The copper-domed University Centre was conceived as a “hub of activity” for 
UVic, offering a place for interaction between students, faculty, staff and the 
general public. After two years of operation, it’s safe to say that the idea has 
worked, perhaps even better than planners had expected. The large cafeteria in 
the centre has become the most popular eating and meeting spot on campus. 
Next door a salad bar is open during the summer. The jewel of the centre is the 
spectacular 1,275-seat Auditorium which has been hailed by musicians and 
architects as one of the finest structures of its kind in Western Canada. Acts 
booked into the centre include everyone from the latest pop-rock poet to giants 
of the classical field. The centre also contains a first-class gallery, the Maltwood 
Art Museum and Gallery, which brings in outstanding exhibitions from across 
Canada and displays works by students faculty and exhibitions from the consid¬ 
erable UVic art collection. The gallery is open Monday to Friday from 10 a.m. to 
4 p.m. It’s free and always worth a visit. The main section of the centre houses 
student services offices which were scattered in former army huts around cam¬ 
pus. This section also contains the meeting room for the Senate and Board of 
Governors. 


( 8 ) B.rowsing and buying books 

If you are looking for textbooks, you’ll find everything you need in the Bookstore 
located in the Campus Services Building. It’s open from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 
weekdays, and from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. Saturday. On Saturday, the phone number 
is 477-6929. The Bookstore is always a busy place during the first few days of 
Summer Session. It’s operated on a break-even basis and you can pick up 
required and recommended textbooks. It’s a good place for browsing with 
about 15,000 titles in paperback and hardcover editions for background read¬ 
ing, reference material for essays, and up-to-date reading of interest. There is 
also an extensive selection of popular and obscure government publications as 
Bookstore manager Mrs. Trudy Martin is an official agent of the federal Depart¬ 
ment of Supply and Services. 
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The University 

The University of Victoria came into being on July 1,1963, starting as a few buildings on a large 
campus of about 350 acres in what is known as the Gordon Head area of Saanich. That first year 
there were about 2,000 students, many of them temporarily on the old Lansdowne campus of 
UVic's predecessor, Victoria College. Now UVic has an enrolment of close to 7,500 graduate and 
undergraduate students. It is a growing campus with several major construction projects com¬ 
pleted in the past year and more under way or in the final planning stages. A Board of Governors 
regulates UVic’s financial affairs, physical plant and appointments, with the Senate being the 
supreme academic body on campus. Faculty, students, staff and the community are represented

on these bodies. The chancellor is Dr. Ian McTaggart Cowan and the president, the university’s 
fourth, is Dr. Howard E. Petch. The historic traditions of the university are reflected in its academic 
regalia. The B.A. hood is of solid red, a color that recalls the early affiliation of Victoria College 
with McGill University. The B.Sc. hood, of gold and the B.Ed. hood of blue, shows the colors of the 
University of British Columbia. Blue and gold have been retained as the official colors of UVic. 
UVic also has its own flag. Three red martlets in the upper left hand corner are set against a gold 
panel of color across the top and a blue band of color runs across the bottom. The martlets repres¬ 
ent McGill which uses three red martlets on a red and white design.

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<§> This library is stacked 

A centre of learning for UVic students is the McPherson Library, located cen¬ 
trally on campus between the Elliott and Clearihue Buildings. Ample space is 
provided there for browsing, study, and research. To borrow books you need a 
library card which can be obtained at the circulation desk on the main floor. The 
card is also an important piece of identification for a student, permitting him or 
her to gain entrance to the SUB pub, Cinecenta, and many social and athletic 
functions. First-time visitors to UVic are often surprised by the size of the 
McPherson, which is the largest library on Vancouver Island. Its acquisitions 
include more than 825,000 volumes, more than 1 million items on microfilm, and 
more than 15,000 records and tapes. The Curriculum Laboratory, located in the 
MacLaurin Building, has a specialized collection of more than 30,000 volumes 
and other materials to support student teaching requirements in the Faculty of 
Education. The University Map Collection in the Cornett Building houses more 
than 60,000 maps and aerial photographs. With the exception of the special col¬ 
lections division containing rare books and manuscripts, the library’s resources 
are housed in open stacks to which there is full public access. The main library is 
open from July 4 to August 19 from 8 a.m. to 11 p.m. Monday to Thursday, Fri¬ 
days 8 a.m. to 6 p.m., Saturday from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m., and is closed Sunday and 
on Monday August 6, the civic holiday. The main library will also close at 6 p.m. 
on Friday August 17, the last day of Summer Session. The Curriculum Labora¬ 
tory isopen Monday, Wednesday, and Friday from 8a.m. to 6 p.m., Tuesday and 
Thursday from 8 a.m. to 9 p.m., and is closed Saturday and Sunday. The Map 
Library is open 8:30 to 4:30 weekdays. 


@ For pains and social diseases 

Health Services is concerned with both your physical and mental well-being. 
People come to the Health Services with a variety of problems from sunburn, 
colds, cuts and sore throats to concerns about venereal disease and birth con¬ 
trol. A nurse is on duty from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. Monday to Friday, and a doc¬ 
tor and psychiatric services are available by appointment. Health Services is 
located off the beaten track on campus, at the southeast corner of Parking Lot 5 
beside the new residences. Students are reminded to bring their medical insu¬ 
rance coverage numbers with them when they visit the office. In event of emer¬ 
gency after hours, students are requested to phone 388-6251 and request the 
doctor on duty, or else proceed directly to the emergency wings at the Royal 
Jubilee or Victoria General hospitals. 


@ Everybody calls it the SUB 

The Student Union Building is the hub of student political life and also hums 
with social and club activities. The offices of Alma Mater President Marla Nick¬ 
erson, The Martlet student newspaper, AMS general manager David Clode and 
Ombudsman Rick Cooper can all be found there. Downstairs is the cafeteria 
and SUB Pub which operates Monday to Friday. The health food bar, located in 
the Upper Lounge, is afeo a good place to meet. Cinecenta movies (see story 
and Calendar, this issue) are screened in the 300-seat auditorium, part of a $1 
million addition added in 1975 to the oldest building (1962) on the Gordon Head 
campus. The SUB belongs to the students and is under the direction of the Alma 
Mater Society, the student council. The SUB is the place to find out about social 
activities on campus this summer. Early registration is being held in the SUB 
this year (see story this issue). If you have any questions about any aspect of 
student activities, Clode, Nickerson, Cooper and others in the SUB are accessi¬ 
ble and eager to help. 


(§) It’s the general store 

The Campus Shop, located in the Campus Services Building, is UVic’s general 
store, with items ranging from aspirins to sporting goods. The store, operated 
under Bookstore manager Mrs. Trudy Martin, also provides the services of a 
sub-post office. The all-purpose store offers a wide selection of clothing, 
school, and art supplies, gym strips, sweat suits, crested ware, gift items, cos¬ 
metics, greeting cards, stationery and games. The latest magazines, records, 
and current paperbacks are available. Hours during Summer Session are from 
8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. weekdays and from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. Saturdays. 


(§) Feeling confused or pressured? 

If you are feeling anxious, alienated, pressured or just plain confused, don’t hes¬ 
itate to contact the Counselling Centre on the second floor of University Centre. 
There a professional counselling staff is ready to provide information and 
advice to help you cope with any problems in either your academic or personal 
life. You can obtain help with education, vocational and career planning, study¬ 
learning problems, managing anxiety, communicating, sexuality, losing weight 
and stopping smoking. Counsellors are available to assist new students during 
early registration. For students planning to enrol in September, the centre offers 
a university learning skills program from August 27 through Sept. 7. The course, 
offered by counsellor Dr. Larry Cochran, concentrates on orienting students to 
university life and teaching skills needed to cope academically. This includes 
how to use the library, take notes, write reports, plan your time, prepare for tests 
and control anxiety. The centre offers a variety of courses throughout the year. 
It is open from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. and students may drop in or phone for an 
appointment. The locals are 4347, 4348, 6623 and 6160. 


(§) This bank buzzes 

The closest bank to campus is right here, in the Campus Services Building 
where a branch of the Bank of Montreal is open to the public from 10 a.m. to 3 
p.m. Monday to Thursday and from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. on Fridays. Pay days at 
UVic are the first and fifteenth of the month and on these days the bank buzzes 
with activity. Customer service is on the main floor with the Canada Student 
Loans Department in the basement. 


(g) Forking calls for fees 

Parking on campus during summer session is no problem and rates must be 
among the lowest in town. It costs $4 for general parking for students, $5 for 
faculty and staff and $8 for reserved parking spots. Permits can be obtained at 
the Traffic and Security Office in the Saunders Building. If you are planning to 
be at UVic for the winter session you are advised to get your permits as soon as 
possible to avoid the September rush. The rates for reserved parking for 1979-80 
are $40 and for general parking $23. Student parking permits cost $17.50 and 
the cost of parking a motor cycle or motorscooter on campus costs $4 for the 
year. There are also 42 reserved underground spaces at University Centre 
which cost $93 each for the 1979-80 academic year. Once on campus you will 
find it easier to get around on foot than to drive and hunt for parking spots. No 
building is more than a 10-minute walk from any other and the scenery is 
impressive. There is no charge for parking a bicycle and there are bike racks 
near all major buildings. Biking is an excellent way of getting to and around 
campus. If you’re looking for an even more impressive way to arrive on campus, 
try jogging, then taking a shower in the McKinnon Centre to start your day. 
There are three bus routes with stops on campus. For those who bring cars 
infrequently, there are ticket machines at map locations at the three entrances 
to campus. Parking infractions end in a $2 fine if paid within three days. If not 
paid, the fine goes to $3 and if it remains unpaid the result can be suspension of 
parking privileges. If you do not have a valid parking sticker, you can count on 
receiving a ticket sooner or later. 


@ Work out at the jock palace 

The McKinnon Centre, already one of the most popular places on the campus 
for students, faculty, staff and alumni, should be even busier this summer with 
extended hours, the opening of all facilities to the entire community and the 
increased number of planned recreation and sports activities (see story this 
issue). UVic’s jock palace contains a swimming pool, squash courts, weight 
room, dance studios, apparatus gym and a large gym. In addition there are jog¬ 
ging trails, a 400-metre track laid in 1978 at Centennial Stadium, tennis courts 
and playing fields for everything from softball to field hockey. Athletics and 
Recreational Services provides short instructional classes, special events and 
lectures to liven up the summer. The facilities are open to all fee-paying stu¬ 
dents as well as faculty, staff, alumni and members of the public who purchase 
an activity card. A word of advice to squash enthusiasts. The six squash courts 
in the McKinnon are extremely popular and playing times should be booked 24 
hours jn advance. Between July 3 and Sept. 3 the McKinnon is open from 7:30 
a.m. to 11 p.m. Monday to Friday. On weekends the building is open from 10 a.m. 
to 5:30 p.m. and on holidays the hours are from noon to 5:30 p.m. Recreational 
swimming hours are from 7:30 to 9 a.m.; 11:30 a.m. to 1:30 p.m.; 3:30 to 5:30 p.m. 
and from 8:30 to 9:30 p.m. Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays. Tuesday and 
Thursday the pool is open from 11:30 a.m. to 1:30 p.m. and 3:30 to 5:30 p.m. On 
weekends and holidays the hours are from 1 to 5 p.m. 


(§> Meals and beverage breaks 

Different tastes in food and drink are catered to at a variety of places on campus. 
A central meeting place is the cafeteria off the main foyer at University Centre. 
There you can obtain everything from beverages and snacks to a full course 
meal between 7:30 a.m. and 7:30 p.m. Monday through Friday and from 10 a.m. 
to 4 p.m. Saturday and Sunday. Next door a health food and salad bar is in oper¬ 
ation from 11 a.m. to 2 p.m., offering a variety of salads, sandwiches and soups 
to tempt the palate. The health food bar in the upper lounge of the SUB has 
advocates who swear by the sandwiches, soups and treats in that establish¬ 
ment. Ideal for vegetarians, it’s open from 10:30 a.m. to 2 p.m. Downstairs the 
SUB cafeteria offers a famous hamburger and lots of delicious goodies from 8 
a.m. to 7 p.m. From Monday to Friday the cafeteria turns into a popular pub 
which is open from 4:30 p.m. to midnight. A pleasant, quiet spot where you can 
obtain a glass of beer or wine with your meal is the Raven’s Wing in the Com¬ 
mons Block. It’s open from 8:30 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. Residence students eat in the 
Commons Block as well. Fine full-course meals are available at the Faculty Club 
which, however, is open only to members and guests. The lounge and dining 
room at the club is open weekdays from 11:30 to 2 p.m. for lunch and the lounge 
reopens from 4 to 6 p.m. The club will close from August 17 to Sept. 4.

If you find yourself entangled in red tape or lost between buildings during your 
first few days on campus, there are hired hands around ready to help. The Alma 
Mater Society has an orientation centre in the Student Union Building with two 
students on duty. These students will help new and prospective students with 
their time schedules, course planning and provide information on how to get 
around campus and Greater Victoria. They’ll provide students with the student 
handbook and direct students to various departments and advising centres.

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Serving those 
beyond Hope

Dr. Richard Williams (EDUC—SNSC) has 
packed up his salmon gear for a while. For 
the next year he’ll be in Castlegar, heading 
UVic’s teacher certification program at 
Selkirk College. 

Williams explains that the teacher certi¬ 
fication program is a one-year project 
including studies and classroom expe¬ 
rience, designed to complement the two- 
year programs of the community colleges, 
such as Selkirk. The year spent in educa¬ 
tion studies will count as the third year of 
post-secondary studies. It is still possible to 
be certified to teach school in B.C. after 
three years of higher learning. 

This year’s program will train elemen¬ 
tary school teachers. Organizers hope to 
expand the certification to secondary 
instruction next year. The 24 students 
accepted for the program study at Selkirk 
in July and August, go out to schools for 
practical exprience from September to 
April, and return to Selkirk for the balance 
fo their studies in May and June. 

In addition to his duties as program 
head, Williams will be teaching. He will be 
assisted by teachers seconded from school 
boards in Castlegar, Trail, and Dawson 
Creek. 

Williams is hoping to see the education 
program slant toward equipping teachers 
to deal with rural schools. 

“There’s a clear need for teachers in iso¬ 
lated parts of the province. Ideally, we’d 
like to get more students from rural areas, 
and send them back as trained teachers. 

“Most of our new grads are being hired 
in rural or remote areas. Coming from 
urban centres, a lot of them have trouble 
coping with life in a small community. The 
lack of privacy bothers many. There is an 
absence of single people their own age. 
They miss the entertainment of a big city. 

“There is also the problem of classroom 
management. Teachers in rural areas have 
to deal with multi-grade classrooms, and 
we aren’t training teachers in university 
now to do this.” 

UVic is taking over the responsibility 
for teacher education in the Kootenays 
with the departure of Simon Fraser from 
the David Thompson University Centre 
(DTUC) in Nelson. SFU had been there for 
two years. UVic is taking its share of the 
responsibility for providing university- 
level courses in the area since the demise of 
Notre Dame University, Williams 
explains. 

“The Board of Governors at Notre 


Dame deeded the land and buildings to the 
provincial government on the understand¬ 
ing that the government would provide for 
some instruction at the university level. 
The government has made money availa¬ 
ble to the universities to provide this 
instuction.“ 

UVic will not be working from DTUC 
this summer. Renovations have to be made 
to classrooms before the education pro¬ 
gram can move. 

Because the Kootenays are so far 
removed from Vancouver Island it may 
seem odd to some that UVic would have 
such a strong presence there. However, a 
lot of practicing teachers in the Kootenays 
graduated from Victoria Normal School. 

Williams recalls that there used to be 
two normal schools in B.C., one in Van¬ 
couver and one in Victoria. Vancouver 
Normal School served Vancouver and the 
Fraser Valley. Victoria served those on the 
Island and those “beyond Hope”. 

UVic is trying to establish its presence 
in the Kootenays in other subject areas. 
This summer Fine Arts is offering courses 
in theatre and visual arts. If UVic wanted 
to offer more, it would be limited by exist¬ 
ing educational hierarchies. 

“Selkirk College views the first and 
second year arts and sciences courses as 
their mandate. The Open Learning Insti¬ 
tute has the third and fourth year courses 
sewn up,” Williams explains. 

Williams sees the potential for UVic to 
extend along the theme of rural studies to 
possibly take in law and * public 
administration. 

“When I’m up there, I’ll be scouting for- 
some articling positions,” he says. 

Education studies will always remain 
the backbone of our presence regardless of 
what else happens,” he claims. “We hope to 
be able to offer fourth-year education 
courses eventually and start up a Master’s 
program in curriculum in January in spite 
of stiff competition from Gonzaga Univer¬ 
sity of Spokane”. 

Williams speculates that there may 
again be a university somewhere in the 
Interior. “Wherever it is, it will need some 
focus different from the other universities 
to attract students to it”. 

With UVic’s recent inclinations to rural 
sociology, and President Howard Petch’s 
musings about para-medical studies to 
serve remote areas, it seems that there is a 
need for as institution to tackle the prob¬ 
lems of the greater part of B.C. 


Fixing it 
oncampus 

Foreman Harry Barber and the carpenters 
of buildings and grounds could be called 
the “extra” men. They’re the people who 
supply an extra bookshelf or an extra cup¬ 
board. 

From the carpentry shop in the Saund¬ 
ers Building, they build and instal 
cupboards, tables, and counter tops. They 
stop at such furniture as chairs, because 
they don’t have a lathe, says Barber, and 
they couldn’t produce furniture as cheaply 
as the university could buy it. They gladly 
repair any furniture, however, even metal 
types. The carpenters take on a few jobs 
that are not related to wood. 

It seems that some on campus view 
them as general handymen. 

“About two or three times a year some¬ 
body will walk in with a broken heel in 
hand and ask us to nail it to the shoe,” 
laughs Barber. 

The shop’s most recent projects include 
over 200 shelf units for the new wing of the 
Clearihue Building; 24 cupboards for bio¬ 
chemistry, who are occupying ‘L’ Hut, 
vacated by personnel and 24 desks in the 
Language Centre to house listening and 
recording equipment. 

A large part of their work consists of 
repair and renovation. With the move of 
many humanities departments to Clea¬ 
rihue, the Sedgewick Building is undergo¬ 
ing extensive renovations at the hands of 
the carpenters. 

“Sedgewick is frame construction. The 
rooms are created just by dividers, which 
are easily knocked down,” explains 
Barber. 

Barber has been foreman of the carpen¬ 
try shop since the university was founded 
in 1962. He left a job of fifteen years with 
the provincial government carpentry shop 
to come here. His first task was to direct the 
renovation of the old army huts to make 
them serviceable for university class¬ 
rooms, offices, and labs. 

In those early days, the shop was in ‘Q’ 
hut. Later they moved to the now- 
demolished ‘A’ huts on the site of the 
Saunders Building. Carpentry moved to its 
present location in early 1974. It’s a spa¬ 
cious and clean shop. Barber says that a 
vacuum system attached to the saws takes 
the dust away and leaves the air clean. 



Barber is not the only worker with long 
seniority. The most recent addition to staff 
came to the carpentry shop nine and one- 
half years ago. Barber tries to rotate his 
men so that they have alternating stints of 
working in the shop and going out to build¬ 
ings to instal or renovate. 

He asks that those on campus awaiting 
repairs or renovations from the carpentry 
shop 

“We are always overloaded with 
requests for renovations. However, we like 
to do the job right the first time so you don’t 
have to call us back again.” 


Blood needed 

Organizers are hoping that a 
record will be broken at a Red Cross 
blood donor clinic July 17 at UVic. 

At a similar clinic in the Student 
Union Building (SUB) in 1978 there 
were 266 donors from among stu¬ 
dents, faculty, staff and the general 
public. That was the largest 
number of donors ever at a summer 
Red Cross clinic at UVic. 

“I think we can beat that record 
this year,” says Marla Nickerson, 
President of the Alma Mater 
Society. “I’d like to see the whole 
campus get involved.” 

The clinic will be open from 10 
a.m. to 4 p.m. in the Upper Lounge 
of the SUB.

Administrative registrar Gordon Smiley 
expects about 4,000 students to take advan¬ 
tage of early registration this summer, 
about the same number as last year. 

Early registration is available from 
July 9 to August 15 for all students in all 
faculties except for those students entering 
the professional year of education. 

Smiley doesn’t expect UVic’s enrolment 
to increase over that of last year. “The 
number of new applications and applica¬ 
tions to re-register are about the same as 
we had last year. The trend that is most 
likely to continue is a greater number of 
part-time enrolments.” 

Early registration has switched its loca¬ 
tion this year to the East-West Lounge of 
the Student Union Building (SUB). Hours 
of operation are Monday and Thursday 
from 12:30 to 4:30 p.m. and from 6 to 7:30 
p.m. Tuesday, Wednesday and Friday, a 
student can register any time between 
12:30 and 6 p.m. 

Students are reminded that the $50 fee 
deposit was dropped by the Board of Gover¬ 
nors at their May meeting, but new stu¬ 
dents must present a letter of admission, 
and returning students must have an 
authorization to re-register. 

Students can plan their courses with 
assistance available from the Arts and 
Science and Education Advising Centres. 
The centres are open during early registra¬ 
tion from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. and until 7 
p.m. Monday and Thursday. Students are 
asked to please take note of the move of the 
Arts and Science Advising Centre to Clea¬ 
rihue B-137. 

Smiley also says that students can look 
forward to a more compact registration 
package this year. The academic timetable 
and the undergraduate registration guide 
have been combined so there are less pap¬ 
ers to hold. 

The Alma Mater Society is also provid¬ 
ing assistance for new students on cam¬ 
pus. Ombudsman Rick Cooper (LAW-2), 
and student Jeanne Freberg (A&S-3), oper¬ 
ate an orientation desk in the East-West 
Lounge of the SUB, where students can get 
information on what’s going on in town 
and where to find accommodation. The two 
orientation officers will also direct stu¬ 
dents to the proper departments and assist 
in timetable preparation. 

Cooper and Freberg have spent the last 
. month preparing the student handbook 
which covers all aspects of student life on 
campus and will be available for students 
during early registration. 

Smiley advises students to take advan¬ 
tage of early registration. “There is a wider 
choice in courses. We do keep spaces for 
September registration, but if you should 
happen to get to a department after some¬ 
one else, you might not be allowed into a 
course you want.”

UVic head rowing coach A1 Morrow left 
June 26 for San Juan, Puerto Rico, and the 
Pan-American Games. 

Morrow is a coach with the Canadian 
national rowing team for the games and is 
in charge of the fours without coxswain. In 
1975 Morrow was a member of Canada’s 
fours without coxswain and won a bronze 
medal at the Pan-American Games. 

Head coach for this year’s Canadian 
rowing team is Tudor Bomyra, a physical 
education professor at York University. 
The games take place July 1 to 15 with row¬ 
ing events July 4 to 8. 

Morrow is optimistic about Canada’s 
chances for medals in rowing. “We’re tak¬ 
ing rowers who have qualified through 
stringent time trials and we’re aiming'for 
medals,” he says. 

“We’re quite optimistic although we 
know Cuba, the United States, Argentina 
and Brazil will offer tough competition.” 

Three other Victorians will be partici¬ 
pating in the Pan-American Games, 
including Pat Walter a UVic student and 
member of the Victoria Rowing Club, UVic 
alumnus Bruce Ford and Lief Gotfredsen, 
coach of the Victoria Rowing Club. 


When Morrow returns July 11 he will be 
involved in the newly formed Victoria 
Rowing Society, an umbrella organization 
including representatives of the UVic and 
Victoria rowing clubs and the B.C. Rowing 
Society. 

The new organization hopes to raise 
funds for improved facilities and equip¬ 
ment for rowing at Elk Lake. The society 
also hopes to convince the National Row¬ 
ing Association to hold pre-Olympic trials 
in Victoria for some rowers next year. 

Morrow points out that plans are in the 
early stages and much work and organiza¬ 
tion remain. As for rowing at UVic, Mor¬ 
row says he’s happy with the progress 
made during his first full year as head 
coach. “There’s been a lot of enthusiasm 
for the program and it will continue to 
grow,” he says.
